ship twenty-three (23) north, of range twenty-five (23)
east. )

SecrioN 2. Tt shall be the duty of said town board
of supervieors, when said bridge is completed, to keep'
the same ingond repair, and to keep at all seasons of
navigation, sufficient manuul force to open and close
the same 8o as 10 admit the passage of vessels and other
water crafts with the least possible delay.

SkctioN 8. The funds necessary to build and main-i
tain sa:d bridge shall be raised by taxation upon all the
taxable property in the said town of Kewaunes, to be
levied and collected as other taxes in said town are:
levied and collected ; provided, however, that the ques-!
tion of raising money to build such bridge be submit-
ted to a vote of the qualified electors of said town at
any annual town meeting as provided in subdivision 7
of section 776 of the revised statutes.

SectioN 4. This act shall take effect and bein force
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 233.

AN ACT to amend chapter 211 of tne laws of 1881, entitled an
act to encourage the manufuacture of syrup and sugar, and for
other purposes.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. There is hereby appropriated for the
prolessor of agricultute in charge of the experimen
farm of the state uuiversity, out of any money in the
state treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of
two thousand dollars, to be expended in the maoners
for the purpose contemplated by chapter 211 of thelaws
of 1881 entitled “ an act to eacourage the maoufacture
of syrup and sugar, and for other purposes, and tbe
disbursement of said money shall be sabject to provis-
ions of said chapter.

SEcCTION 2. This actshall take effect and bein force |
from snd after its passage and publication.
